U. Akron Had School for Silenta Nearly 
IOO years Ago, Old History Tells Story 


People of East Akron, who have 
wondered why this section of the 
city has ho many niIon t h, licit, know¬ 
ing of their friendly connections 
with Hie Goodyear Tire and Rubber 
Go., will be interested in knowing 
that one of the first schools lor deaf 
people io the stale, whs organised 
in East Akron, Iheu culled Middle- 
limy, for the purpose of educating 
three deaf girls living here. 

The girls were Mary, Bessie and 
Martha Bradley, danglers of Justice 
Bradley, who lived in a brick house 
at 26 North Case Ave, about the 
year 1825. Bradley operated 11 flour 
mill at Kent. The house on Case 
I Avenue is still standing. 

The account of the first deaf 
school isoariied in a book called 
“Summit County for Over Fifty 
Years,” published years\ago by one 
Samuel A. Lane. , 

Mention is made of llie effort that 
was mjkde that year., to provide a 
school lor the deaf gills. 

A school was finally organized in 
1827 for the instruction of deaf 
mutes. Colonel Smith, a young 
mute living in Middlehttiy and a 
graduate of I lie American school for 
the deaf at Ilaitford, Conn., was 
secured to teach the cliildten. 

The sign language was the me¬ 
thod in use. This school was opened 
in a room at tlie house of t.he bene¬ 
volent Alpha Wright, one mile 
south of Tallmadge. The children 
were gladly received at the school, 
but oilier deaf children could not 
lie found in Tallmadge township. 
The Ohio state legislature in 1828 
apropriated $100 for its support. 
The Tallmadge pupils were trans¬ 
ferred to the school for the deaf at 
Columbus in 1829. 

Mr. Smith’s school discontinued 
after two years’ existence. Doubt¬ 
less it was the first deaf day school 
in Ohio and Mr. Smith was probably 
also the fitsl deaf-mute in Ohio to 
teach the pupils iu Tallmadge town¬ 
ship— E. Akron Review , March 21 .

Deaf jurors wax from gay to grave 
As Pas Club lawyers rant rave 
With red-hot hand and angry arm 
In stinging signs designed to charm; 

Then alleged-lawyer, crook, and cop, 

Will celebrate with lemon pop. 

Defying the gale outside, a good 
crowd enjoyed a gale of giggles at 
the Pas-a-Pas Club, March 25 th, 
when that mock trial came off before 
Judge Dougherty’s court, under the 
auspices of the literary committee. 

Clerk Benjamin Franklin read the 
charge: “Witness all women by 
these platonic presents, cometh now 
one, Chestnut C. Codman, who 
being duly sworn at disposes and 
says: *At the Pas masquerade, 
February 25 th, 1922 , I was a poor 
old blind man, and that there crook 
Chesterfield Craig swiped a coin 
from my tin cup while I was looking 
at ladies—eer—limbs. ” 

Jonathan Purdum prosecuted the 
case, demanding Justice—he spelled 
it “Just Ice.” This was objected 
to by counsel for defense on the 
ground tffat Justice is blind, and 
therefore liable to be biased towards 
a fellow-blindman. 

Testimony of witnesses took an 
hour and a half. For the prosecu¬ 
tion Mrs. Hunter, Mrs. Russell, Mrs. 
Long, Ruda, White and Borinstein 
starred. White was compelled to 
smoke a loaded cigarette lit from an 
exploding match —but neither 
worked well aud the laugh was on 
the defense. Ruda, a Russian 
emigrant who can’t read or spell a 
word of English, was expected to 
prove a monkey on the witness stand; 
instead his story, given in emphatic 
natural signs, remained unshaken to 
the delight of the onlookers. Borin¬ 
stein in masquerade costume was a 
feature. 

Witnesses for the defense also did 
well. W. Smith was somewhat rat¬ 
tled, but his testimony got by on the 
plea he suffered St. Vitus’ dance. 

* Roscoe Arbuckle” ( Marsh) proved 
an alibi, and testified Craig never 
was a good baseball player, being so 
honest he would never learn to steal 
bases. “ Mabel Normand” ( Miss 
Scott) testified Craig was so honest 
that whenever he stole a kiss he 
promptly repented and put the kiss 
back where he got it from, “ Mrs. 
Craig” Mrs. Young) testified Cod- 
man was trying to railroad Craig 
because she refused to desert him for 
the Montana cattle king. " Mary 
Lygo” (Mrs Zollinger) asserted 
Codtnan was jealous because Craig 
was a better bootlegger “ Abraham 
Isaac Jacob Levy” (Kaufman) as¬ 
serted his real name was “ Patrick 
Mike O’Leary,” despite his Jewish 
masquerade make-up and his racial 
mannerisms. “O’Leary” held to 
his Irish descent thru a severe cross 
examination, and finally admitted it 
was he who stole the coin from Cod- 
man. There were other witnesses, 
and finally Craig himself took the 
chair and, admitting taking the coin, 
justified the act by the fact he is 
state bank examiner and confiscated 
the money as counterfeit.
